What percentage of Affordable Housing Survey 
respondents think new construction of 
additional housing can improve our community 
and help address our region’s housing shortage 
or support additional housing if it's how we can 
best create affordable housing? (Pg. 14) 
ANSWER: 75% 


What two laws can be used to get developers to 
pay for affordable housing?

inclusionary Zoning and Chapter 40B. 


. If the Trust's goal of creating an additional 100 


units of affordable housing during the term of 
the Plan, would that increase our rate of 
producing affordable housing, even since the 
HCA was founded? (Pg. 36) Yes, it would more 
than triple it, from 6 units per year to at 
least 20.

Housing Trust Fund to create and preserve affordable 
housing. The Trust is creating an Action Plan to guide how 
it invests in and creates affordable housing over the next 


five years.
